“*Wanda complains of pain in 
her knee when it gets cold,”” 
said Mrs. Bradley, “‘but other- 
wise she doesn’t say too much 
about it. She tries to be like other 
little girls and like her six-year- 
old sister, Christine. 

‘*The doctors are hopeful she’ ll 
outgrow the condition, They say 
we caught it in time to prevent 
f affecting the rest of her body,” 
he said, 

Robert O, Hunter, advisory 
committee chairman ofthe Inland 
Empire Branch of the Arthritis 
Foundation, said Wanda has been 
selected as San Bernardino Coun- 
ty poster child because of her 
courage and her bright outlook, 

‘*She will represent the 70,000 
arthritis sufferers in the county 
during our annual campaign to 
raise funds for education, re- 
search and treatment,”’ he said. 
‘*E ach of these people, like Wan- 
da, can benefit from this work.”’ 
He said the campaign includes

The present study proposal 
offered by Owen Menard & As- 
Ssociates would cost $12,500 and 
include a door to door Sufvey 
of citizens in the community to 
sound out their opiniona con- 
cerning uses for the land,

County Energy Report: 4-Day Wee 


County Supervisors received 
an energy report last week that 
included plans for a possible 
four-day work week, a 30 minute 
lunch break for county em- 
ployees, elimination of night 
shifts, reduction in street light- 
ing, Car pools and the use of a 
minimum of 68 and maximum 
of 78 degrees as a standard 
in buildings, 

County Administrator Robert 
A, Covington said in the report, 
which was compiled at the request 
of the board, that county en- 
gineers feel that minimum and 
maximum temperatures in county 
buildings will provide the least 
possible inconvenience to em- 
ployees, 

He said heating and cooling 
equipment is now turned off at 
night and on weekends, Main- 
tenance crews are also turning 
off non essential light fixtures 
in all county buildings in the San 


Bernardino area and are expect- 
ed to be extended to all branch 
offices by Feb, 1, 

Covington said the county has 
been notified by its suppliers 
that fuel supplies will be 10 
percent less than that supplied 
in Dec, of 1972, He said this 
reduction is a 20 percent re- 
duction, in effect, because the 
county’s fuel needs have increas- 
ed by almost 10 percent, 

He said departments have been 
directed to prepare a plan which 
will result in a 20 percent re- 
duction in fuel consumption, 

Covington said the county staff 
is studying the possibility of 
implementing a four-day work 
week with 10 hour days and 30 
minute lunch breaks, The pos- 
siblity of implementing this plan 
is small because of state laws 
and the location of departments 
to buildings that must remain 
open five days a week from 8

The ultimatum from the 
Cucamonga Board was 
prompted by a letter and 
petition presented to the 
Cucamonga Board at its 
meeting last Thursday 
night by Clarke Boesen, 
president of the Cuca- 
monga Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

In his letter, Boesen 
said, “The entire Board 
of Directors (Chamber) 
request your consider- 
ation of doing all that is 
within your power to pro- 
hibit any capital expendi- 
tures by either the Cuca- 
monga ..,. or Alta Loma 
Fire Protection District 
until the reorganization 
and consolidation of the 
districts comes about so 
that the new reorganized 
board may make the deci- 
sions as to the expendi- 
tures with which they wish 


to obligate the taxpay~ 
ore, 

Beesen also cited what 
he charged were “‘way out 
of line figures’’ for the 
purchase of the one acre 
station site and cost of the 
building proposed by the 
Alta Loma Board, 

In an interview, Boesen 
said he favored the con- 
sOlidation of the two dis- 
tricts but that the decision 
for the location of the new 
Alta Loma station has 
heen “too one-sided” and 
he further questioned the 
need for a facility large 
enough to house 13 men, 

When asked why his 
board waited until one 
week before the LAFC 
meeting to present his 
petition to the Cucamonga 
Board, Boesen indicated 
that his board had been 
working on the proceed- 
ings for some time and 
just recently compiled all 
of the information con- 
tained in the letter, Boe- 
sen said the “unanimous 
decision’ reached by the 
Chamber Board did not 
take place at a board 
meeting but by a telephone 
poll conducted by himself 
and Sebastiano Filpi,*a 
board member, 

“It's time to maké men 
or boys out of them,”’ 
Boesen said, “Ko see if 
they really want to con- 
solidate Ny , 

In a letter adopted by 
the Alta Loma Board asa 
response to Boesen’s let- 
ter, Board Director Rich- 
ard B, Lebel stated that 
the figures given by Boe- 
sen or members of his 
board were “full of gross 
misrepresentations, in- 
accurate and being com- 
pletely unfair and unjust 
not only tothe Fire Dis- 
trict Boards involved, but 
to a major segment of the 
two Communities also in- 
volved,”” 

Lebel attacked Boe- 
sen’s figures and “‘way 
out of line’” comments by 
reminding him that the 
past year of delay has in- 
creased the cost of the 
Station by $100,000, 

Ledel said, “In the 
third paragraph of your 
letter you state that; ‘R 
has since been published 
that they paid $13,000 for 
the land, and now the Fire 
Board has included site 


preparation of almost 

27,000 in their construc- 
tion costs,’ Public re- 
cords show that a vouch- 
er for the amount of $9,- 
713,20 was drawn to pay 
for the land ~- $9,500 for 
the property and the re- 
mainder for escrow fees, 
title transfer, etc, . . Not 
the $13,000 you state,’ 

Boesen charged that 
recent bid proposals for 
the construction of the 
station in the neighbor- 
hood of $300,000 was way 
out of line, Lebel con- 
curred and stated that 
the board has 30 days to 
meet with the low bidder 
and negotiate the price 
down to $250,000 as earli- 
er publicized, 

In his letter to Boesen, 
Lebel said, “You further 
indicate that to again de- 
lay construction would 
only be fair and just, I 
cannot rightfully hope to 
believe that if one year's 
delay cost our community 
over $115,000 in increased 
construction costs that 
further delay could in any 
way be considered fair 
and just to our tax- 
payers,”” 

The Alta Loma Board 
reached its decision togo 
ahead with the construc- 
tion plan at the urging of 
the standing room only 
crowd of citizens packed 
into the upstairs meet- 
ing room of the old sta- 


tion, 
A resolution was 


passed to adopt the Gage 
Babcock report as a guide 
for future development of 
Alta Loma’s facilities, 

The report was pre- 
pared in July 1972 by an 
engineering firm con- 
tracted by the Cucamonga 
County Water Company, 
The report studied the de- 
velopment of the Tri- 
Community as a whole, 
noting possibile consoli- 
dation of the districts and 
Suggested that a new sta- 
tion be constructed on the 
19th and Amethyst site in 
1972-73, The report list- 
ed the cast to be $350,000 
and that the station 
“should be planned to 
serve as the headquarters 
station for Alta Loma and 
eventually as the head- 
quarters station for the 
combined area,” 

The report suggested 


the new station be large 
enough to provide facili- 
ties for “‘offices for chief, 
battalion chief, fire pre- 
vention and secretary, 
dormitory, kitchen, study 
and recreation space suf- 
ficient for 8 men on duty 
and three apparatus bays 
to accommodate future 
ladder-platform and re- 
serve apparatus,”’ 

Emotions ran high at 
the two hour meeting 
Monday night, Mention of 
Boesen’s residence lo- 
cated across the street 
from the proposed site 
as being the major factor 
in his objection was made 
on several occasions, 

The board received the 
backing of all in attend- 
ance, Al Cherbak remind- 
ed the board that the ma- 
jority responding to a 
public opinion poll fa- 
vored the increased taxes 
to provide better fire ser- 
vice and that he did not 
hold the board at fault for 
the ‘‘runaway inflation’’ 
that has increased the 
construction costs, 

Another resident stated 
that he voluntarily voted 
to raise his taxes so that 
the fire protection in Alta 
Loma would be improved 
by the new station and that 
he resented any interfer- 
ence from Cucamonga 
concerning the issue, 

Demand were made for 
strong letters to be sent 
to the Cucamonga Board 
indicating Alta Loma’s 
resentment, Alta Loma 
Chamber of Commerce 
President Bob Prasser

called for a ‘“‘cool head- 
ed approach,’’ “‘If we keep 
our heads, we'll win,’ 
Prasser said, ‘“‘Let Cu- 
camonga blow their tops, 
Ontario is breathing down

Fire Board member 
George Trinity said that 
to send an angry letter to

Desert Patrol 


In A World That Always Was | 


By STEVE MANN 


For the past two years, 
wife and I have made a mor 
ritual of traveling from our 
burban home in La Verne to the 
high desert above Palm Springs, 

The two hour journey is tax- 
ing, to be sure, but once we 
turn east from Dead Man’s Point, 
the excitement and awe of en- 
tering barren desert terrain and 
capturing a little of the old West 
makes the journey worthwhile, 

Homestead Valley is where my 
wife’s grandparents settled 20 
years ago when the only access 
road was 40 miles of grinding 
sand and. overheated radiators, 

At that time a United States 
citizen could plot a five acre 
site and register to homestead 
the land, A minimal sized house 
with living facilities sufficed as 
home for the Hibbard family. 

Grandma Hibbard carried a six 
shooter duri those earlier 
days. Her husband spent the 
weekdays in the Fontana steel- 
mills and the nearest law en- 
forcement agency was an hours 
drive away. 

Seven foot rattlers were known 
to come to the sliding glass 
doorways and peek inside, sens- 
ing the warmth, not knowing that 
the shovel standing against the 
outside walls was usedtodampen 
their enthusiasm for visiting the 
Hibbard residence, 

Only within the past five years 
has the telephone been usedthere, 
CB radio is still the main form 
of communication for more inac- 
cesible areas, Ten years ago 
anyone foolish enough to drive 
through the valley at night could 
spot only a few lights, all of 
them powered by kerosene, 

Most of the residents of Home- 
stead Valley are big, raw boned 
remanents of an age gone by. 
Paperback Westerns are.the fav- 
orite reading material and when 
a man gets angry at someone, 
“‘gut-shoot”’ is the language of 
revenge. 

Homestead residents have to 
be durable enough to live in the 
boiling heat of a summer day 
and subfreezing temperatures of 
the winter, 

The desert is a form of oe 
end escape for many people, 
avoid at least for two oe oe 
madness of urban life, but more 
than that, there is the challenge 
of meeting a hostile environment, 

The view from all directions in 
the high desert reveals little veg- 
etation; sparsely scattered 
greasewood plants, cactus and 
spring flowers are natures only 
decorations, and as the last rays 
of the sun filter through winter’s 


overcast skies, nature enthusi- 
asts are warned by a brisk, 
cold, cutting wind that the time 
to seek shelter is approaching. 

The desert is not void of life, 
however, A casual hiker might 
spend an entire month in the 
desert and observe no animals, 
but the evening hours bring the 
desert to life, 

A large desert turtle begins 
his slow trek across the sand 
seeking the few available plants 
to suppliment his diet; the bad- 
ger leaves his subterranean home 
in search of an evening meal; 
jackrabbits nibble on exposed 
portions of the Yucca plant and 
the desert reptiles come to life, 

Nature experts advise the oc- 
casional hiker not tofear snakes, 
only a few are harmful and those 
who are poisonous attack only 
when disturbed, but an occasion- 
al Homestead resident recalls 
the huge Diamondback rattler 
that attacked a child unprovoked, 
and we stay in side at night, 

I’m drawn to the desert by a 
curiosity toexplore terrain that’s 
unusual, hostile and often fright- 
ening. Summer hikes into the 
sand could result in a sprained 
ankle and overexposure, Every 
greasewood plant might harbor a 
>»oisonous snake and there is 
always the possibility of getting 
lost. 

I recall the stories told during 
the evening by the fireplace and 
half expect to find the remains 
of a body buried years past, or 
stumble across an old gold mine, 
a broken spur or arrow head lost 
by the desert Indians, 

Huge piles of rocks spot the 
terrain; each one might contain 
a cave once used for living quar- 
ters by the old prospectors or as
